- faid recited ſtatute; beſides, their object is to obtain a grant of the ſaid mines be- 
yond the ordinary period preſcribed in the faid law, and as an additional induce- 
ment for ſuch grant, they offer one-twentieth diſh or part of the proceeds of all tac 
mines they may difcover and work in purſuance of ſaid lag. 
By the independence of the United States, the ſtate of New-York became veltel 
with all gold and filrer mines within its limits, not before granted by the king cf 
Great-Britain; and, by the attainder of Frederick Philipſe, his intereſt to ſuch mines 
ſituate within the manor of Philipfburgh, as theretofore granted to him, became for- 
feited to the people of this ſtate, and the ſame never having been transferred, remain 
impaired. The commiſfioners of forfeitures had no authority to diſpoſe of gold 
and ver mines; and, as it is a principle of law that royalties, as they were formerly 
defignated, can only paſs by exprefs words in a grant, their conveyances do not le- 
galiy import any ſuch dilpofition : the right therefore, to all gold and ſilver mines 
within this ſlate continues in the people ereof, notwithſtanding any conveyir® 
wi the right of foil made by the commiſſioners of forfeitures.
